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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc.

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Paieniabilhy shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant's 
admitted prior art DE-44 16959 in view of Deamborsio et al (US5230460). 

Applicant's admitted prior art discloses all of the recited subject matter except a gas flowing 
unimpeded in two substreams between the end faces of the fan wheel and the walls and flows out 
from the cylindrical surface of the fan wheel forming a ribbon shaped gas stream, an 
intermediate space with respect to the walls of the process chamber in which the two substreams 
are guided, and the fan wheel supported on one side in one of the two walls (Figures 1 and 2, 
column 3, line 30-column 5, line 2). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to have included gas flowing unimpeded in two 
substreams between the end faces of the fan wheel and the walls and flows out from the 
cylindrical surface of the fan wheel forming a ribbon shaped gas stream, an intermediate space 
with respect to the walls of the process chamber in which the two substreams are guided, and the 
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fan wheel supported on one side in one of the two walls as taught by Deamborsio et al in the 
process chamber of Applicant's admitted prior art because, gas flowing unimpeded in two 
substreams between the end faces of the fan wheel and the walls and flows out from the 
cylindrical surface of the fan wheel forming a ribbon shaped gas stream, an intermediate space 
with respect to the walls of the process chamber in which the two substreams are guided, and the 
fan wheel supported on one side in one of the two walls allows for a more uniform heating and 
gas flow.
